PROGRESS AT EATON'S IN WINNIPEG 

Pneumatic Tube Installation for Mail Order 

The T. Eaton Company is now installing a pneumatic tube system in its Winnipeg Mail 
Order Buildings to distribute the paper work required to process customers’ orders through¬ 
out the system. The four by seven-inch fully automatic, direct contact carrier system will 
be the first installation of this kind to be completed in Canada, and is believed to be the 
largest system of its kind in the world. 

Carriers dispatched from any one of the 38 stations within the system will be routed 
automatically to any system station by setting two dials on the carrier to indicate the 
number of the station to which the carrier is destined. The six sending and six receiving 
lines which interconnect the stations throughout the buildings, comprise more than 7,000 
feet of aluminum tubing. 

The system has been designed to handle 1,200 carrier movements per hour and has an 
estimated potential capacity of approximately 1,900 carriers per hour throughout the 
central control point. It is expected that a carrier dispatched from any station will reach 
its destination within three minutes, in many cases within two minutes. 

The use of the pneumatic tube system will improve customer service by speeding up the 
flow of paper work throughout the buildings and will also result in significant operating 
savings. Installation is being carried out by Kipp Kelly Limited of Winnipeg under the 
guidance of a representative of the Airmatic Company, manufacturer of the equipment. 
It is hoped that installation will be completed by March 1. 
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Even during these chilly winter days “bouquets” seem in 
order and Contacts wishes to toss a few in the direction of our 
Display Department staff for a job very well done.
